Charles Nichols, executive secretary of 
the Republican State Committee, an- 
nounced this morning that the papers of 
candidates for the "Big Four" slaft 
pledged to the renomlnatloii of I'rcsident 
Herbert Hoover are in readiness with 
properiv 'ortitied .signature."; and that the 
iMiiMn "wUl be lUed wltii Secretary Cook 



on Monday or Tuesday. According to 1 
Secretary Nichols, who has directed one 
of the speediest Jobs the Republican or- 
ganization has ever been called upon to 
perform, the papers bear nearly 3000' 
signatures from six counties as against 
the 1000 required by law for at-large 
candidates. These signatures were ob- 
'ained In the short period between Sat- 
urday night, when National Committe- 
man Louis K. Liggeli announced the 
slate, and last night.

Some of the Smith papers already have 
been left with the Secretary of State by 
Chairman Donahue, but he plans to 
make the complete filing on Monday, to- 
gether with the power of attorney lie has 
from the former governor to .select a 
list of instructed Smith reprc-sentatives 
to the convention. I 

Hankin, Re-publican, on I'ist 

Mayor Curley made an early invasion 
into the Republican ranks when lie ob- 
tained nerniission from James J. Ilan- 
ken of Revere, former commander of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, to beconie a 
candidate as delegate-at-Iarge. Accord- 
ing to the records of City Clerk Albert 
J. Brown of Revere, JIankcn formally 
changed his allegiance to the Republican 
party last Tuesday and his enrollment as 
a Democrat will become effective on April 
15, eleven days before the primaries. 

A sort of armistice was In effect In the 
Roosoveit-Smith tilt during St. Patiick's 
Day observances, wltii Governor Ely, 
Smith leader, and Mayor Curley, battler 
for Roosevelt, meeting In various activi- 
ties but In no political cla.ih. The two 
were participants In the "open house" 
activities in tho South Boston obscrv- 
ancee, always a magnet for officeholders 
or candidates for office, and Lieutenant 
Oovemor William S. Youngman, who ex- 
pects to oppose either Mr. Ely or Mr. Cur- 
ley for the governorship, was beamingly 
active as he in-ide the South Boston 
rounds. 

Mayor Curley was greeted as both "pur 
next governor" or cabinet member. If i 
Roosevelt Is elected, at tho annual Irish i 
night of the Tnniinuny Club in the .Vine 
Street Munliipal Building, in a strong 
speech urging the T;immany forces to 
stand by liim in his light to elect Roose- 
velt delegates, the mayir. however, made 
no allusion to the welcome given him as

Smith says 
he ha.s not Insisted that any slate of 
delegates be pledged to him In Massa- 
chusetts, merely assented to such pledg- 
ing.

The Cummings-Merrick letter was ad- 
dressed to James Rcxjscvelt, son of the 
New York Governor.

The colonel explained that his conclu 

sion is based primarily on persona 

friendship with Mr. Curley extendinj 

back to World War days when Mr. Cur 

ley, In his first term as mayor, gave him 

valuable assistance when he came here to 

recruit men for the Canadian Black 

Watch regiment.

February costs were S949,844 in com- 
parison with an outlay of $790,639 in 
January.

The slumbering volcanoes that have 
been awalcened will bury one of the two 
groups. Smith and Roosevelt have be- 
come nothing more than symtiols in 
this struggle for supremacy by Mayor 
Curley on one side a4;alnst the com- 
bined forces of Gov. Ely, Senator Walsh, 
IPrank J. Donahue and Daniel H. Coak- 
ley.

The odds are all in favor of the coali- 
tion because they have the powerful 
magnet of Smith's name, somewhat 
dimmed since the fla,mlx>yant days of 
1B28, it's true, but still a great advan- 
tage.

From the ancient files he reviewed Mur- 
phy's opposition to the late Gen. Col- 
lins, to whom a stat\ie had been erected 
by popular subscription at the Charles- 
gate.

From the moment that the for- 
gotten Collhxs Issue was dragged Into 
the campaign Murphy's star began to 
wane and when the votes were counted 
he was beaten by a slender margin.

Even the widest of political differ- 
ences between Bos'on Democrats h&ve 
been bridged In years gone by; but 
Murphy's fight against Colhns cost him 
the mayoralty of Boston as sure as any- 
thing can be m ]x>litics, and his politi- 
cal hatred of Curley continues unabated. 

One example of how political friend- 
ship.s can be broken and sub.scquently 
restored is the current status between 
Mayor Curley and James T. PurceU. 
In the 1921 municipal campaign Pur- 
ceU ■«as Curley's manager, something' 
with wldch he since has dispensed. 
After the election they broke. Purcell 
was elected to Ihe city council. 

One night in the tall of 1924 when 
the mayor was running against Alvan 
T. Fuller for Governor, Purcell stood 
up publicly at a dinner in Young's Hotel 
and declared that the breach between 
him and Curley never -ft'ould be healed 
and that as long as the mayor was a 
candidate for political office he would 
oppose him. Today they are bosom 
friends. 

Mayor Curley will not have tc sweep 
the entire Roosevelt slate to victory to 
emerge from this contest with fresh 
prestige.

NOTHING COMPARABLE 

There ha.s l>een nothing comparable 
to this impending split in the Demo- 
cratic party in recent yeajs. Back In 
1930 when Ciu-ley battled Ely in the 
primary there were not nearly so many 
partisans definitely and openly placed 
on the line. That was a transient war 
which was quickly transformed into 
peace on the surface. 

This time the issue is to destroy Cur- 
ley for all time, and he is fighting with 
his bark aealn.si tli^ wall because the 
organization, in addition to having the 
support of the Governor the two 
senators and the four congressmen, 
has John F. Fitzgerald, Martin Ixjmas- 
ney and practically every other politica' 
leader of consequence. 

The weakness of the mayor's jTosltlou 
is that he is the only demonstrated vote- 
getter in a state-wide fight on the Roose- 
velt ticket. It is almost unbelievable 
that he has the strength to carry his 
associates through on his back against 
such solidilied opposition. 

He nuLsl combat the charge that he 
has with him many delegate-candidates 
who are disgruntled at having been left 
off the Smith slate. Councillor James 
H. Breiuian and Councilman Thomas H. 
Green are conspicuous members of that 
group. They arc Smli.h men at heart 
and would have welcomed an in-rttation 
from Chairman Donahue to join with 
him in the Smith cnisade.

$24,000,000 Borrowing Plan 

West End Leader Presses Need of Improving Cause- 
way St. and Hayniarket Square — Reminds of 
Harriman's Central Artery Scheme 



I Opponents of legislation for widening 
Causeway street and Haymarket square 
were attacked today by Martin Lomas- 
ney at a State House liearlng at wliich 
authority for the city of Boston to bor- 
row $24,000,000 for various projects was 
opposed with minor exceptions by the 
Boston Cliamber of Commerce and the 
Boston Real Estate Exclianse. 

CITKS ARTEUY H( HKME 

Lomasney's attack centred about the 
petition of Mayor Curlev to borrow S4,- 
500,000 outside the debt limit, for the 
Causeway street and Hayniarket square 
improvements. A hearing was held by 
the legislative committee on municipal 
finance qjr this and other bills seeking 
approval of the city to borrow approxi- 
mately S24.000,Oi)U. 

Lomasney .said that introduction of 
lcs;islation several years ago by a group 
of promment business men headed by 
Henry I. Harrimau. former president of 
the chamber of commerce, calling for 
construction of a central artery 
through the down-town .sectioii of Bos- 
ton wa.'; defeated largely through ef- 
forts of the West end leader. 

He said: "If that legislation calling 
for an expenditure of 350,000, 000 had 
been approved. I leave It to you to 
.judge what would be the financial con- 
dition of the city of Boston t<iday." He 
declared that, due to increased traffic 
by the widening of Na.«hua street. Cause- 
way street Is now congested to an un- 
usual extent. He thought action should 
be taken at once despite any opposi- 
tion. 

He went on: "They opposed me back 
In ISIT when in the state Senate 1 
(Bought to have an improvement brought 
about in Ha.vmarkct square similar to 
the one now inider consideration. Re- 
member that only a few ycar.> ago thoy 
were before you cryin'4' for the 'exix'di- 
tuio.^ if $50,000,000. No-\v' all they talk 
Is economy. Tl-is propo.sition is a good 
one and v.'ill eb a money maker to the 
city instead of an expen.se."

CHANGES SltOGESTED 

"The chamber desires to he recorded 
in oppasition to all of the so-called 
Bo.^ton bon-owing bills, which have 
been hoard before your committee, with 
the exception of House 1020, providing 
for the construction and furnishing new 
school buildings, and Hou-w 1021, pro- 
viding for the laying out. widening and 
relocation of streets a.s approaches to 
the East Bo.ston tunnel. On the.se two 
matters, the chamber believes that sub- 
.stantial changes should be made In the 
bills as presented by his honor tlie 
mayor, and material reductions cflected 
in the amount proposed to be expended 
for the.so purposes. 
I "On the bill for schoolhouse borrow-

"We would especially cull your atten- 
tion to the chart and table in the brief 
ivhich show that the net city and county 
debt and approiiriations for debt re- 
((Uirenient.s are Increasing rapidly, while 
the a.':se.s.st)d valuation is decrca,sinf:;.

The commission s analysis ef m* 
nine bllU Is na follows: 

•■House 472 -This bill provides for the 
widening of Porter st in F.ast Boston. 
The commission Ijelieven that author- 
ization for this work should be de- 
ferred unlil the tunnel in completed. 

■■House 473— This bill provides for the 
purchase of a parcel on the waterfront 
lo be used as a public works yard. Ihe 
commlsBion believes that if there Is 
sufficient n':cd for the purchase of this 
site during the present year. It should 
he provided for from within the legal 
limit of Indebtedness. 

■'House 471-Thl5 bill provide* for 
the TiurchasB of a parcel at Nashua 
and ly-verelt sts In tho West Knd for 
park piirpo.ses.

The existence of 
these need.s — on which expert opinion 
has long been agreed— both the Chamber 
of Commerce and the Boston Real Estate 
Exchange admit in an important memo- 
randum Ju.st tiled with the legislative 
committee on municipal finance. Indeed, 
in this masterly document, reviewing all 
the bills for new public worlcs by llie 
city of Boston now pending in the 
Oeneral Court, the plan for improving 
the tunnel approache.s is the only pro- 
posal In the whole expensive list which 
these two organizations thinlc worthy of 
present action, even to the extent of 
iborrowing outside the debt limit a sum 
lof not more than $2,.'i0(),000. 

To this endorsement the Chamber and 
the Real Estate Exchange attach three 
stringent provisions. All three, In our 
opinion, are excellent; but one holds 
especial signilicance. In the taiting of 
land for the tunnel improvements, the 
city of Boston should be under an im- 
perative order to employ the new method 
provided by Chapter 80A of the General 
Laws. The principal advantage given by 
this alternative way — new in Massachu- 
setts but old and tried in many other 
States and in Federal undertaking.s — is 
that if the city encounters •hold-up" 
prices for any of the parcels of laud de- 
i sired, it can draw back from the whole 
project at very smnll cost, and be free 
of compulsion to proceed with any of the 
takings whatever. Under the old stand- 
ard procedure, the city does not have 
this right. It can on no account draw 
back. It is forced to go ahead; and very 
often this n.eans. as the public knows to 
Its cost, that the city is driven straight 
into the hands of real estate speculators 
and other avaricious promoters. 

To Invoke the better freedom given by 
Chapter 80A. all the city has tfl do Is to 
give notice, when proposing land takings, 
tha' he authorities intend to proceed 
on the basis ol the new law. IJespite 
this simplicity, not once (o our knowl- 
edge ins City Hall made ar.y attempt 
to give the taxpayers the benefit of tWs 
Improved system ever since the chapter 
was pa.ssed .several years ago. Certainly 
the plan ought to have decent trial. 
Giving the city the opportunity to with- 
draw altogether, when land owners re- 
fuse to talk reason, constitutes a tfireat 
that has ft reai tendency to discourage 
excessive claims for damages, both 
I the .Chamber and the Exchange are 
: convinced.

CURLEY'S STATEMENT ( 

"It is unfortunate for the self-con- ( 
fr.=aed owner of the Democratic party 
in Mas.-'achu.selts, Mr. Donahue, that 
both the papeis and the radio arc 
uiediura.s for the transmi-^fion of In- 
furmatlon," began Mayor Curley in his 
sl^'.temrnt, intimating that Chairman 
Donahue's statement wa.s contrary to 
the facts.

Battle lines between the Smith and 
the Roosevelt factions within tlie 
Democratic, party became more tightly 
drawn last night, xs the expiration of 
the time iir-iit for filing withdrawals 
Icr delegates to the national conven- 
tion found both sides Ignoring com- 
promise talk and devoting their efforts 
solely to strengthening their picked 
slates of pledged candidates. 

The time limit set on Mayor Curlcy's 
"ultimatum" to the Smith forces — 5 
o'clock last night, which was the last 
minute for filing withdrawal.s — came 
and went without even the slightest 
notice by Chairman frank J. Donahue 
of ihe DemcK-'ratic state committee, 
leader of the Smith forces, to the 
Curley demand for a "compromise" as 
the only alternative to a war to the 
finish. 

Under Curley's plan, such a battle 
would be averted if the meml>ers of the 
Smith slate picked by Donahue. Gov. 
Ely and Senator Wal.sh would agree to 
vote lOr Gov. franklin D. Roosevelt, if 
and when Al Smith became eliminatf-d 
as the presidential choice of the con- 
vention. 

Chairman Donahue of the state com- 
mittee, who on Thursday had engaged 
in a hot exchange of statements with 
Curley and James Roo.sevelt, son of the 
New '.'ork Governor, over the di-sputcd 
point of whether any overtures for a 
comp.romi.se had ever been made to him, 
chase yesterday to ignore completely the 
Curley ultimatum, and last night indi- 
cated he had no comment to make on 
the situation, with wliirh he appeared 
to be fully satisfied. James Roosevelt, 
speaking for the opposing forces, said 
there was "nothing to say except that 
we are prepared to go ahead." 

The last day for tiling withdrawal.s 
of candidates for delegates to both the 
Democratic and Republican conventions 
brought one important change in the 
Smith slate and a somewhat more ex- 
tensive revision of the Roosevelt slate 
On the Republican side, there were four 
withdrawals, but of indeix-ndent candi- 
dates only, .so that the Hoover-pledged 
slate remained intact. 

The single ofBrial candidate of the 
Smith-pledged slate to witlidiaw was 
Dr. Helen I. Doherty McOlUicuddy of 
Boston, candidate for del?gate-at-large. 



At the same time 11 independent r>emo- 
cratic candidates for district and alter- 
nate district delegate*, most of whom 
were known to regard Smith as their 
first choice, eliminated themselves from 
the race. The ma.jority of these latter 
are believed to have yielded to a iier- 
sonal request from Gov. Ely that they 
withdraw and give a freer field to the 
official slate. 

There were eight withdrawals from 
the oflicial Roosevelt slate during the 
day. including one candidate for dele- 
gate-at-large. four for alternate dele- 
gates-al-large, one for district delegate, 
and two for alternate district delegates 
Earlier in the week one other member 
of the official Roosevelt slate, J. C. 
Joseph Flamanri, French consul here, 
who had been named as a delegate-at- 
large. had withdrawn from the contest. 
The withdrawals from tlie Roosevelt 
slate, as recorded in the office of Secre- 
tary of State Frederic W. Cook, were 
in every case followed or accompanied 
by substitutions of other candidates by 
the Roosevelt committee, .so that at the 
end of the day all nine vacancies had 
been filled and the slate again made 
intact. 
MRS. MrGlLMCI'DDY'S Rl';ASON 
Joseph H. Hanken of Revere, national 
chief-of -staff of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, was named to the Roo.sevelt slate 
as a candidate for delegate-at-large in 
place of Hale Power of Boston, who 
withdrew. Prime Robichard of Gardner, 
head of the Jean Baptiste Society of 
Ma.s.sachusetts, was put on the slate to 
replace Con.sul P'lamand for delegate- 
at-large. In explanation for the com- 
paratively large number of withdrawals 
from the Roosevelt slate, representa- 
tives of the organization said that sev- 
eral persons previously named had been 
designated temporarily while workers 
were engaged in obtaining llie neces- 
sary number of signatures for otliers 
to l>e put in the conte.st. 

Mrs. McGillicuddy. the Smith-pledged 
delegatc-at-largc candidate, who with- 
drew, said last night tliat her prefer-

The Express story sai.i that Curley 
l-.ad arranged with '»ntact men, 
including both Maine residents and 
Roosevelt supporters from out of 
State, to coiKlu<t a campaign for 
Roosevelt delegates during the days 
before the convention. It was re- 
. ported that emissaries would open 
"headquarters Sunday. 
I There seems to he little doubt that 
Maine Democracy will support Roose- 
velt fcr the Presidential nomination 
'at the national convention, but it has 
not been the custom for Maine Demo- 
crats to send in.structed delegations 
to the national conventions.

To Invest in Boston City Bonds

Discriminat.iiiK buyers of City of Bos- 
ton bonds, amotiK whom are surprls- 
'ingly fpw Ma.S5acluisett.s investors, arc 
literally clamoring for an opportunity 
to add to their holdings of the.se gUt- 
edgcd municipal securities. 
I Strange as It may .seem, at a period 
•when other large Amcucan cities cfn- 
not hear even a wht^r of response to 
their invitations, thei Is a constant 
demand for Boston bonds, which can- 
not be met because the city has none 
for sale. 

The soundness of the financial slruc- 
jturo of Baiton appears to be a fact 
about which Bay State investors are 
unconcerned, but with which residents 
of almost every other state In the na- 
tion are intimately acquainted. 

They checrf\illy ignore chances to 
buy bonds ls.sued by New York, Pliila- 
delphia, Lo.s Angeles, I>elroit and other 
heavily populated municipalities, but 
they want Boston bonds so keenly that 
they write to City Treasurer Edmund 
L. Dolan and ask to be lusted as pur- 
chasers whenever any of the city's ne- 
gotiable paper Ls available. 

No more conclusive proof of the basic 
and actual solvency of Bo,ston can be 
obtained. 

The financial .slieefc of the city, re- 
vealing the payment of taxes, the per- 
centage of debt to valuation, and the 
resources of the municipality, is far bet- 
ter knowr to investors in Montana than 
li !s to thase of Boston and the rest of 
Ma.ssachusctts. 

For some reason which Is a mystery, 
Ma.ssachusctts banks do not find City 
ot Boston bonds attractive enough to 
huy them in large quantities. But out- 
side of the commonwealth banks rate 
Boston bond.-, so highly that they prefer 
them to a great many other investment-'!. 

During the pa-st week the mall of 
Treasurer Dolan has contained a dozen 
Iriqulrlcs from firms specializing in the 
purchase and sale of bonds. All desired

to learn when new Issues of municipal 
bonds would be offered for sale 'Not 
one ot tho requests came from Ma^'sa- 
chusctts and not one of the individual 
inquiries reported a residence in the 
state. 

Incidentally the percentage ot collec- 
tion of 1931 taxes keeps slowly rising. 
Despite the '■.alamlty howlers who have 
been pvoclaiming for a year that prop- 
erty owners would oc unable to pay their 
tax bilb. no such crLsis ha.s occurred. 
The city received considerably more 
than $1,000,000 in February from tax- 
payers and the collections during the 
current month indicated even heavier 
payments. 

New York banks recently have been 
offering to lend cash to Boston on tax 
anticipation notes. This willingness is 
considered most unusual in a time of 
financial stringency when many cities 
are unable to obtain loans, and bankers 
[are remarking on the fact that money 
for Boston Is available in New York. 

This financial competition between 
Boston and New York has already beeit 
of benefit to Boston tax payers in driv- 
ing interest charges down to below 5 
per cent., and probably will drive it 
lower than 4.90 per cent. 

City Ti-easurer Dolan, reviewing the 
financial situation of the city and 
pointing to its excellent position among 
other cities when many of them are 
begging for money, expressed the ut- 
most confidence in the future and said 
that "Boston taxpayers have little to 
worry about as far as their city's busi- 
ness is concerned." 

Mayor Curley within the last several 
months h.is al.so expressed his great 
satLsfaclion with his city's financial 
position. 

Confidence based on stati..,tics is the 
keynote of sentiment at City Hall, and 
this confidence In Boston is becoming 
more and more contagious as investors 
elsewhere come to realize that Boston 
t". an excellent "risk" from their point 
of view.

Back in January, following Gov. Ely's 
message to the Great and General Court, 
there was much talk of reducing the 
salaries of state and municipal em- 
ployes. It met with small response at 
City Hall. Publicly and privately Mayor 
Curley insisted that no banker or group 
of bankers were powerful enough to 
force him to cut so much as a penny off 
the salary of a single city employe. 

"Regarding salaries," the mayor re- 
marked, "a gr-oup of bankers told mo 
that it would be necessary to cut from 
10 to 20 per cent., or the praspccts of 
securing loans In anticipation of taxes 
would be remote. I refuse to do it. It 
has taken a century and a half to bring 
the American workingman out of serf- 
dom. I would gladly retire from public 
life rather than sign any measure for 
the reduction of wages." 

On Jan. 11, when Councilman Clement 
A. Norton of Hyde Park Introduced an 
order cutting salaries $2000 or more by 
6 per cent., the mayor took this view: 

•■It has taken l.'iO years and a world 
war to get them where they are now 
and give the worker a chance for a little 
relaxation and a meagre taste of luxury 
now and then. When the time comes 
to cut them down, they'll have to get, 
some one else to do it." 

The point raisr^d by our agents is that 
Mr. Curley did not hold Identical views 
four months prior to the war to which 
he so graphically referred. 

Under date of March 6, 1914, he re- 
ceived the following letter from one 
Charles H. Cole, then fire commissioner 
of the city of Baston: 

"Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your 
letter of March 6, 1914, directing me to 
reduce the salaries of certain persons 
In this department." 

i Commissioner Cole then proceeded to 
point out that the firemen were, in his 
opinion, underpaid In relation to other 
city departments and for many years 
had been struggling to obtain tlie In- 
creases, concluding: 



'I tli'ncforo must decime to carry out 
your dh-ectlons and ask you to accept 
my resignation at once and designate 
an acting fire commissioner if you de- 
sire these reductions to take effect 
March 7, 1914." 

Mr. Cole was taken at his word. Clip- 
pings of Marcli 8, 1914, record "the ap- 
pouitmcnt of John M. Minton as fire 
commissioner and the wholesale reduc- 
tion of the officers of the fire depart- 
ment took place v.'ithln a period of 10 
mhiutes yesterday at the mayor's office." 

The salary reduction, we are informed, ^ 
amounted to "approximately $50,800." i 

This same Charles H. Cole, It .seems, 
ha.s an annoying way of iipsetting the 
peacefulncss of Dem(x;ralic mind?. At 
the moment when a very large part 
of the r.emocratio party is protesting 
its die-liard loyally to Alfred E. Smith 
we find that Cole, in 1924, ran in op- 
position to the official slate as a Smith 
candidate in order "to smoke out the 
other eight candidates on the slate 
headed by Senator David I. Walsh, none 
of whom has yet declared for any of 
the presidential candidates."

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John R. Murphy Comes to Bat, 
Giving His Reasons for Feuds 
In Boston Municipal Frays 

Says Curley Supported Him in Fight 
■ Against Collins — Recalls 

Later Campaign

Any time James M. Curley takes a 
Ipadtng part In a political contest you 
may depend on John R. Murphy mak- 
ing a contribution to the same. The 
name ot Boston's mayor still serves to 
tighten the Murphy jaw, rekindle the 
fighting light In his eyes, for a militant 
battler of his tj'pc never forgats an op- 
ponent to whom he charges the use of 
foul tactical to win the decision. 

C3€rtaln reference,-; were made here a 
week ago to the Curley-Murpliy feud. 
Mr. Murphy has made a statement of- 
fering several c/lrrection^ a -d at the 
same time severely criticising the pres- 
ent executive who defeated Mr. Murphy 
in 1921 for mayor, after a memorable 
and bitter contest. Mr. Murphy's state- 
ment k published herewith In fairne.^s 
to him and not with any attempt to 
Indicate any judgment as to tlie issues 
Involved. 

Our own idea Is that Mr, Murphy is 
not the only candidate wlio ha,-; had to 
take considerable punishment in a po- | 
Htlcal campaign, Mr. Curley ha.-; had 
to a.-Jsimilate a few beating,? himself, 
■We would like t.o see these two pasltive 
gentlemen shake hands before they get 
too old. However, here is Mr, Murphy's 
case: 

Permit me to correct certain i 
statements made in an article which ' 
appeared In The Sunday Herald I 
March 20, It is an admirable polit- j 
leal article, but certain statements I 
about myself are not warranted by j 
the facti, I 

The article in ques.ion is licaded 
"Smith-Roosevelt fight here Is war 
to death bettween two state Demo- 
cratic factions." " 'Ciu-lcy must be 
destroyed,' say Ely-Walsh frrces; 
recalls Coilins-MLirphy feud." 

In the article it s'.ates that Mur- 
phy's fight against Coliins in 1899 
cost him the mayoralty In 1921, and 
his political hatred of Curley con- 
tinues unabated. 

In the campaign of 1921 the ques- 
tion ot Colllns's defeat for mayor in 
1899 had no weight whatsoever in

causing my defeat, Mr, Curley In 
that campaign against Collins had 
been a ,supportcr of mine, and any- 
thing he .said had no influence upon 
the voters. The issues which beat 
me (in 1921) were thw.e issues 
which Mr, C\irley and hi.s support- 
ers raised against me of a racial 
and religious nature. 

"Faisehood is the crime of cow- 
ards," Mr, Curley and his foUowers 
made the.se false .statements alrout 
me as their campaign policy in 1921, 
just as they did in 1928 during the 
last campaign for the governorship 
about His Excellency Gov. Ely, when 
he charged that Ely had made cer- 
tain statements agalrwt the Irish, 
which charges were false and which 
he knew wvre false. 

One of the methods pur.sucd In 
attacking me from a religious 
standpoint was that supporters ot 
Mr. Curley, at meetings of .societies 
of a semi-private nature, during the 
course of the proceedings would at- 
tack me as a renegade Catholic. 
Outside his supporters would .say: 
"If hn isn't a renegade Catholic 
why rioe-sn't he come out and deny 
it?" The facts connected with this 
propaganda were such that I could 
not, without proi^er investigation, 
make a public issue of the charges. 
At that time I was governed in my 
action by the decision given by his 
eminence Cardinal Hayes of New 
York a year before in a case some- 
what ■ ■ ar to mine. 

One . the strongest props for 
this campaign against me on race 
and religious prejuUice was the fact 
that Mr. Charles Baxter, former 
representative of ex-Gov. McCall.

Tliey strike first and then later re- 
gret 11 wlien they find that they 
have done him an injustice. My op- 
ponents ased this method and as a 
result brought about my defeat for 
mayor. 

I note with p.irtlrular interest 
what is said with reference to Mr. 
Purcell and know of the dinner al- 
'uded to becau.sp I was p.-'^sent. At 
'>'■ dinner Mr. Purcell made a 
statement about this rnliglous prop- 
aganda which would maKO very In- 
teresting reading. I hope that It 
will at some time r<x the light. 

Tile article in question says that 
my political hatred of Mr. Curley 
continues unabated. If it Is meant ; 
that I hate the man, I object to 
such a statement. I have always i 
followed the golden rule that 
"men's persons should not be hated, 
their practices justly may." I hate 
Curley's practices. Politically, he 
doesn't know what the truth is. I 
would not believe him no matter 
what promises he made. 

I note th.at ho states that he Is 
not a candidate for Govcnior. That 
may be another one ot tho.sc public 
promises such as he has made in 
the past, only to break them. For 
c, ample, the solemn pledge that he 
would resign from 'he office of 
mayor If he did not obtain a ,5-ccnt 
fare for the clti^tns of Bosto.i on 
the clevi..! d railway. He is still 
mayor and we have not received 
the .Scent fare, and wh?n he made 
tlic promise he knew that it could 
not be fulfilled. 

It is said "Hell is paved with good 
intentions." Mr. Curley V- well rep- 
resented in that pavement. I hale 
the practices of the man because 
they do not stand for gocd go"crn- 
mcnt. He and his practices are, in 
my opinion, a constant menace to 
the future glory and prosix?rlty of 
Boston.

Tlie much publicized "amortization 
fund" in Milwaukee, which Mayor Hoan 
misrepresented as a remarkable finan- 
cial system wdiich would amortize the 
debt with .surprising rapidity, was 
found by Secretary Cunniff to be noth- 
ing more than the "sinking funds" plan 
which Massachusett-s has utilized for 
I generations.

Other claims of Mayor Hoan. such as 
a huge surplus, a remarkable system of 
collecting taxes a year in advance, and 
government free from graft, were found 
by Cunniff to be figures of speech.

Mrs. Bacigaliipo Enters Race 
For Delegate on Smith Slate 

Replaces Dr. Helen I. McGillicuddy Who With- 
draws— Curley Tours City in Kallies 
For Roosevelt

Mrs. Marj' L. Bacigalupo. prominent 
Italian Demociitt. yesterday replaced 
Dr. Helen I. McGilllciiddv a.s one of the 
12 candidates for dclcKate-at-large to 
the Democratic national convention 
pledged to vot« for the nomination of 
Alfred E. Smith za the party's candi- 
date for President. 

Dr. McGillicucidy. originally named 
for the Smith slate by Frank J. Dona- 
hue, recently withdrew her name lest 
her participation in the political cam- 
paign produce an embarra.ssing situa- 
tion In the Massachusetts Catholic 
Order of Foresters of which she is a 
member. 

Mr.s. Helen Countie Galvin, an officer 
In the fraternal order, is an alternate 
on the slate pledged to vote for the 
nomination of Gov. Roosevelt. Mrs 
McGillicuddy concluded that their 
presence on opposljig tickets might 
create di.sscnsion in the order. 

Donahue, authorized by Smith to ap- 
prove candidates pledged to vote for 
nlm at the convention, certified the ap- 
proval of Mr.s. Bacigalupo a.s a .substi- 
tute candidate. With the filing of Mrs. 
Bacigalupxj's noviinatlon papers all va- 
cancies ci-eated as a result of last week's 
withdrawals have been filled. 

That was the only activity yesterday 
in the Smith camp, members of which 
are committed to a policy of Watchful 
waiting as the Roosevelt campaign 
progresses along Its militant route in 
arousing sentiment in anticipation of 
the presidential primary election on 
April 26. 

CUKLEV BACK TO STUMP 

Ma.vor Curley again left his sick bed 
yesterday to return to Ihe stump in the 
interest of the Roosevelt campaign. He 
opened the daily forum at the Roose- 
vr.o headquarters at Washington street 
and toured the city last night. 

His speeches were largely a review of 
the situation as he has discu-ssed it in 
his previous appearances before the 
Democrats AccoinjMnied by a group of 
his associates he vLsited rallies m Rox- 
Dury, South Boston and Dorchester 

He predicted that Roosevelt will' be 
the Democratic candidate. iTolstcring up 
his view of the situation with th" results 
of the primaries thus far conducted 
_ He charged that William G. McAdoo, 
smiths bitterest opponent in the 1924 
convention, had Joined in the "stop 
Roasevelt" movement by his partlclpa- 
tlon in the recent Georgia primary I 

"Eight years ago," he .said, "it was the 
same McAdoo who labored IndustrioiLslv 
and invoked every un-American agency 
for the purpose of preventing the 
nomination of Smith. His opposition to 
Roosevelt at thl.i time is ba.sod, not on 
personal anlmtis to Roosevelt, nor on his 
lack of belief in Roosevelt's qualifica- 
tions, but wholly and solely to the fact 
that Roosevelt, more than any other in- 
dividual, was rcsiKjn.slble for tin- noiiiin- 
aUon of Smith In 1928." 

Roosevelt, Curley declared, ended Mo- 
Adoo's hopes of being nominated in 1024 
when he christened Smith the "haoDr

' ESTIMATES 400 DELEGATES 

The mayor estimated that Roosevelt 
win have more than 400 delegates, near- 
ly two-thirds of the number required 
to nominate, by May I, and that Smith 
will not have delegates pledged to him 
from a single state, not even in his own 
state of New York. 

"The recent announcement," he said, 
"by Gov. Ely that the 36 electoral votes 
of Massachusetts would be delivered In 
bulk under the direction of Chairman 
Donahue to Smith is, to say the least, 
in view of the Intelligence of the Mas- 
sachusetts electorate, a most brazen and 
unwarranted assertion." 

He held that Massachusetts had been 
repeatedly told for more than three 
"ears that Smith was not a candidate 
md he said that the.se statements had 
jcen accepted at face value. 

The use of Smith's name, he charged. 
,vas only made to confuse and deceive 
Ma.s.sacnu.setts Democrats so that Dona- 
hue might be equipped with a blai'k 
check to transfer the votes to whom he 
pleased at the convention. 

In summing up his conclusion, the 
mayor said "The issue then resolves it- 
self Into the simple proposition, namely, 
the pecuniary and material benefits 
that may flow to Donahue and his 
combination or the econtunlc welfare 
of the 122,000,000 persons living In 
America."

At the South Boston rally Mayor 
Curley charged that those now sup- 
porting Smith were not engaged so 
much In their attempt to defeat Roose- 
velt as they were in their expressed 
purpose to drive him out of politics. 

Henry Hendricks accepted the 
mayor's Invitation to ask questions 
seeking to be told how he could recon- 
cile Mrs. Roasovelfs position as a rigid 
dry to the Governor's alleged position 
as n wet. 

The mayor chlded his cross-examiner 
for "dragging the name of a woman" 
into the fight and after sending 
Hendricks from the platform whither 
he had been invited, the mayor de- 
clared that Roosevelt stands for the 
Raskob-Smlth plan of states control of 
prohibition. 

Former Councillor Power.? declared 
that "Senator Walsh has put a sick 
babj' in ■D.Ti.sy' D<>i:aliue'K lap and now 
hrJ is running aroiuid with a milk 
bottle. 

Powers has been antagonistic to 
Donahue since the state chairman 
charged ^hlm with treachery to the.
